Then Aitwell aſked her where ſhe buught them, and the 
could not give him any account where. Upon this Information that Attwell gave to Bodily, on Moore's 
Wife aſking the above Queſtions concering the Stavs Bodily ſays to Attwe!l, Will yon borrow the Stays? 
Attwell replied to Bodily, he would, which Attwell did. Now Bodily ſays io Auwell, Co you and the 
Landlady into the back Parlour, and 1 will ſtay here and deſcribe the particulars of the Stays to ꝓou, and 
it in your opinion they are not the ſame Stays, take them back to Moore's Wile again. But Bodily ſays 
in the firſt Place, there are Taby Fronts, croſs Corded, Callimancoe Backs, broad Straps, and no Marks 
whatever on chem; then by Rodily's Diſcription of the Stays in every Particlular, they appeared to Att- 
well's firm Opinion, to be the ſame Stays as Moore carried in a Parcel ſor Bodily, and that Moore and his 
Wiſe had deſtauded Bodily of the ſame, while in their Care, But on Attwell having the faid Stay s, Bodily 
own'd the Stays his Property. Bodily then ſent for Moore's Wife to know what account ſhe could give 
of the Stays; Bodily told lier he would charge a Conttable with her, which ſhe was intimidated at, and 
lad, Let me go for my Huſband, and prove where I bought the Stays.

Brettle commits Bodily, the Owner of the Staus with Aiwell, without any charge alleged avainft him, 
and no one to accuſe him, nor did Juſtice Brettle ever exannyc into the Aﬀair ; But here Jace Breicle 
commits Bodily for his own Property, as Mavre detrandel Bodily of in the Carriage of the ſam, 
Then Bodily and Attwell were guarded from the Juſlices to Highgate to be lodp'd in the Cane that Night, 
but through the Perſuaſions of ſeveral Gentlemen of the Town, and the Conſtables Goodneſs were it 
dulg'd with a Bed that Night at the Roſe and Crown. but ſtrongly ironed together and their Clothes takes; 
from them, and the next morning guarded to New Priſon, Clerkenwell, Reaſon cries aloud, if Tuſlice 
Brettle had attended to it, that Jultice inflifts Puniſhments on the Guilty and not on the Innocent. For 
the very Eſſence of Juſtice conſiſts in Rettitude, equitable Dealing, or rendering to every Man his Due ; 
If it were the Goodneſs of a King or Prince to pardon a guilty Perſon ; but if an innocent Man were to 
ſuffer for a guilty One, where is the King's Goodnels? For to let the innocent Man ſufer for the Guilty, 
they ſuffer what in juſtice they ought not to do, and the guilty on that Account are excas'd: Did Laws, 
in any County, Kingdom, or Nation, ever permit of the like, probably the World aud the whole fuc- 
ceſſion of Ages ſince the World began will not furniſh one ſingle inftance of the fame, if any, the baſe- 
neſs of it evidently demonſtrates it to be quite inconſiſtent with the Notions of Mankind concerning 


the juſtice of theſe two poor Men. 
VII. Then the ſaid Bodily and Attwell were delivered up by Juſtice Brettle's Order to the Keeper of 


New Priſon, Clerkenwell. —Bodily and Attwell lay in that fituation in an infectious Priſon nine days, 
unlawfully) which Attwell by the Cold as he caught diſordered him ſo that has contratted a Dilorder j1n 
is fide, which in all probability will end his Dass. 


VIII. That on the Day of Trial, Bodily and Altwell were brought into the Dock, from thence to the 
Bar. But Counſellor Jones, Lucas, Welch, and Others ſay, muſt a Law be made for theſe on'y ? 
no, they replied, for a Perſon owning his Properiy cannot be a criminal Profecution ; upon that, Bodily 
and Attwell where diſcharged from any Thing that could be alledged againft them.

Conſtable of Finch- 
ley had witheld his Property from him for his expences that auended this raſh Att and Deed of Juſtice 
Brettle's Ordination in behalf of Moore and Furniſs's Conſpiracy againſt theſe wo poor innocent Men. 


XI. Bodily ſummoned Mr. Shelſield, Conſtable, by an Order from the County Court to know why 
he detained Bodily's Property from the Owner of them, as Moore defrauded Bodily of in the Carriage 
of his Goods; Sheffield replied, that the Expences he had been at was not paid. but Counſellor Kay 
ordered Sheffield to deliver the Stays to Bodily the Owner of them, and likewiſe to pay 38. 69. the 
Court Fees, for it plainly appears to the Bench, that Bodily wa, delrauded of his Property, and fuffered 
falſe Impriſonment on Moore, Furnils, aud Juſtice Breule's Account. 


But now we were led into a greater Piece of Roguery than our other Affair. When we were in Priſon 
we came acquainted with one Parrick Conway, who ſaid he was Aa Merchant, late of VV oodſtreet,

Bodily let Conway have Money a ſecond Time to compleat the Writ: Now comes on fur- 
ther Deceit ; for what did Conwav do, but inflead of taking a King's Bench M rit, took a 1 a- 
lace Court Writ and told us it was all one; he ferv'd u, we appeared and have perletted our Declara- 
tion, and there the ſuit reſts through this villainous deceit and treachery. Conway a{k'd Bodily if he 
had any Acquaintance that would advance a Sum of Money on Jus Injanction. which Bodily did to a 
conſiderable Sum; but here Conway leaves his Injuntrion and Bodily was obliged 10 pay the Money 
for it, and got vnly a deceitful or counterfeit Sheer of Parchment for his Money and Trouble. —_ a) 
has defranded Mr. Quinton Dick, Merchant of Cateaton Street and Mr. Ford Lombard Street o Ka 
conſiderable Amount, Mr. Chriſtee of Pall-nrall of Goods to the Amount of / $9. and many * 7 
his artful Pretences.
